laws. 
Mr. Ro o sev elt to o k no te o f the 
anniv ersary by arranging a spe­ 
cial serv ice at histo ric St. J o hn’s 
Episco pal church. 
He inv ited

just as they did o n that bleak 
mo rning fiv e y ears ago to “ hum­ 
bly ask the blessing o f Go d” in 
the arduo us day s ahead.

The state department — scene

JIPINESE PUROL 


Shanghai, March 4 UP) — Unit­ 
ed States marines were repo rted 
by po lice to day to hav e halted 
an armed detachment o f sev en­ 
ty -fiv e J apanese at the bo un­ 
daries o f the American defense 
secto r o f the Internatio nal Set­ 
tlement. 
The marines halted the J ap­ 
anese so ldiers patro lling with 
tro o p trucks at the Bubbling 
Well ro ad bo undary o f the de­ 
fense secto r fo r half an ho ur 
befo re they were permitted to 
pro ceed. 
Persistent J apanese encro ach­ 
ment in the zo ne guarded by the 
marines, despite bn agreement 
to curtail J apanese patro ls, has 
resulted In increasing frictio n, 
Marine headquarters declined 
to co mment o n the incident but 
it was presumed a pro test was 
bring made to J apanese autho r­ 
ities.* 


Lo s Angeles, March 4 (IP) — 
Sev enty -fo ur bo dies were reco v ­ 
ered fro m so uthern Califo rnia’s 
flo o d disaster up to 9 :30 a. rn. 
(11:30 a. rn. CST) to day and fif­ 
ty -three had been identified. 
So me estimates indicated the 
death to ll might reach 200. The 
mo st sev erely stricken areas still 
were iso lated. There were defi­ 
nite repo rts o f 31 missing in ad­ 
ditio n to the 74 bo dies fo und. 
These figures did no t include 
estimates fro m Orange co unty , 
where the mad Santa Ana riv ers 
caused the greatest flo o ds in the 
area. 
Metro po litan Lo s Angeles, and 
all the co mmunities in Lo s An­ 
geles co unty , were go ing abo ut 
business as usual. There is no 
fo o d sho rtage, and no health 
pro blem, co unty o fficials said.

debris-laden 
highway s, washed o ut bridges', 
damaged o rchards and farms, 
and to wn railway tracks. 
The rain, po uring relentlessly 
acro ss the beleaguered co unties, 
which include so me o f the state’s 
richest agricutural land and its 
greatest metro po lis, piled up a 
fiv e-day to tal o f 11.06 inches in 
Lo s Angeles, and ex ceeded ev en 
that figure in so me fo o thill su­ 
burbs.

nine hundred 2,100-pound shells. 
Fifteen such battleships could 
sling out 13,500, a feat which, the 
memo said, wbuld require 13,509 
planes, since each can carry only 
one 
tem-weight 
bomb. 
There 
aren’t that many bombers in the 
world. 
Then, says the navy memo, 
the life of a battleship is 26 
years, while a plane lasts about 
3 years, so over a period of six 
years it would take 58,800 planes 
at a cost of $14,000,000,000 to 
provide the same striking power 
contained hi 15 battleships cost­ 
ing $1,500,000,000.
